THE POOR WHITES. 


ORIGIN OF A DISTINCT CLASS LIVING 


IN THE SOUTH. 


The "CracUer ol the Hills" Is tho Direct 


Descendant of the "Sold Passengers" Who 
Came to This Country In the Seventeenth 
Century, 


Tho notion that the poor white ele- 


ment of the southern Appalachian re- 
gion is identical -with tho poor people 
generally over tho country is. an error, 
and an error of enough importance to 
call for correction. 
Tho poor white of 


tho south has some kiufolk iii the Ad- 
irondack region of New York and tho 
Bluo and Alleghauy mountains of Penn- 
sylvania, but he has few relatives nny 
place else about the Mason-Dixon line. 
Tho states of New York and Pennsylva- 
nia were slave states until the early 
part of this century. 


This poor white mountaineer descends 


direct from thoso immigrants who came 
over in tho early days of tho colonies, 
from 1620 to about or some time after 
tho Revolutionary war period, as "sold 
passengers. " They sold their services 
for a time sufficient to enable them to 
work out their passage money. They 
wero sold, articled to masters, in the 
colonies for their board and fixed wage, 
and thus they earned (ho cost of their 
migration. 


Tho laws under which tlisy were ar- 


ticled wero severe, as sovcro no appren- 
tice laws in thoso days. Tho "sold pas- 
senger" virtually became tho slave of 
tho purchaser of his labor. Ho could be 
whipped if ho did not do tho task sot 
him, 
and vroo to the unlucky wight if 


ho ran away. Ho was sure to be caught 
and cruelly punished. 


And though hew us usually a descend- 


ant of tho lowest grade of huinauitj- on 
tho British island,'!, ho still had enough 
if tho Anglo-Saxon spirit about him to 
rnako him an unsatisfactory chattel. 


From 1020 forward—tho year when 


tho Dutch landed tho first cargo of Afri- 
can slaves on tho continent—tho "sold 
passenger'' was fast replaced by negro.-.'], 
who took more naturally iind auiiiiWy 
to tho slave life. 


Tho poor white naturally came to 


shcrish a bitter hatrod for tho blr.cks 
that wcro preferred over him. 
Ho nl- 


coadyhated Ms dominooringwhite mas- 
tor. When ho waa free to go, lie put as 
many miles as his menus and his safety 
from Indian murderers permitted be- 
tween himseif and thoso ho hated and 
hoped ho might never see again. 
In 


that early time tho mountain region 
was not even surveyed, Irt alouo owned 
by individual proprietors. 


TliO English, Scotch, Irish and con- 


tinental immigrant who hud GOIIIO moans 
sat down on the rich valleys, river bot- 
toms and rolling savannahs, and tho 
poor white vas iiuic'le welcome to the 
foothills ami mountain plateaus. 


Thoso dcs'.ieudant.'j of tli'i British vil- 


lein of tlici I'oiu'lal era grew and multi- 
plied, becrauo almost as distinct n peo- 
ple from tho lords ol' the lowlands as 
tbo Scotch highlawlerwas, au related to 
his lowland neighbor, in tho sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. 


Tho stir of tho period since tho close 


of our civil wc.r has made somewhat in- 
distinct the lino 
i-'iai; separates tho 


mmiiiraii'.w-r fr<;u tho plainsman of the 
south, (.'!-;ie.vial'y in tha foothills and at 
points \viiore tho t\vo have intermingled 
in traffic, in thcschrwlbnuM! and church, 
and espc-cHsIiy whoro tho poor whites 
hiivo bivu o:u;;!oynl ;\l mining, iron 
making-, etc. Biitjj!) iuio (ho tnonutains 
far enough ana y;m find tho types as 
clear cut P..I it v.'::s ICO years ago, with 
its inimitable (.liv.'.vling spcoc'i and cu- 
rious diuli'ci, Us ri'.iliow co;ji]i!o.vion, 
lanky frame-, lar.y habits wid unmoi'al- 
ity—all an cli.-air.otly marked as they 
wcro when himdrrdH of thcso people 
found Chsrokco wives in Georgia and 
Tennessee in tho early part of the cen- 
tury and bleached most of the copper 
out of tho skin of tho Ciioctaw as well 
as oat of tho Cherokee-. 


It is ii pity ttuit some competent an- 


thropological historian has not traced 
tha annals of this interesting and dis- 
tinctive section of our population and 
made record of it in tho interest of sci- 
ence, no less than in the interest of the 
proper education and elevation of the 
mountain people. It has become, osper 
oially in the Piedmont section of the 
south, a most important labor element. 
The cotton mill labor by thousands 
conies from the "Cracker of the Hills," 
and it is destined to become n great 
power, that labor population, social and 
political. 


Tho redemption of the poor white be- 


gan when slavery, went down in blood 
and destruction, atsil it has gone on fast- 
er and traveled farther, fjjan some of us 
think. —Ghnttan6o<'a';Times.

THE SILVER MJ5N UNITE? 


Pour years ago tbe independent citi- 


zens of Nevada disavowed their ulle- 
glance to the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties, with which they had been 
affiliated for years, because of their 
perfidy to silver, and organized a new 
party whose principle object was to se- 
cure free coinage. The Silver party, as 
it was named, seiit representatives (o 
the Omaha Convention. It was uot 
then known what position the Omaha 
Convention would take on the silver 
question and tho delegates were left 
free to use their own judgment, the 
understanding being that they would 
participate in the proceedings it the 
platform declared for free coinage. 
They were received with open arma ut. 
Omaha. No objection was made to the 
name of the party which they repre- 
sented. The nominee of tbe Convention, 
General J. B. Weaver, was indorsed by 
the party and received tho electoral 
vote of the party for President. Two 
years ago .there was a schism in the sil- 
ver party, some say in the interest of 
the gold meD,and though both wings pro- 
fessed to bo for free coinage and other 
reforms, two State tickets were put iu 
thefleld. Though this divided the silver 
fortes and gave the opposition a grent 
advantage, one faction of tho silver men 
carried the State. 


Now the gold men will do all in their 


power to divide the 
silver 
forces 


throughout the country in the Presi- 
dential campaign. Though the contest 
in reality is between the single and 
double standard system, tho «oldbug3 
and the silverites, some people tbiuk 
more of party names ttmn of party prin- 
ciples, and in consequence of this idea 
there may bo two silver candidates iu 
the field for President. 
The Silver 


Democrats claim that they will have a 
majority in the Chicago Convention, 
in which event tbe gold men will doubt- 
less bolt. The Silver men will then 
nomiuate a free coinageltnan cm a free 
coinage platform, but whether that 
nominee will be acceptable to the Na- 
tional People's party and National Sil- 
ver conventions which meet in St. 
Louis on the 22d instant remains to be 
seen. 


tho present one, aud it should be more 
equitably distributed. 
A moderate 


tariff on wool and sugar, both neces- 
saries of life and now on the free list, 
would increase tbe revenue sixty or 
seventy millions a year, but neither a 
prohibitory tariff nor free trade would 
relieve the country unless there ia a 
change in our financial system. 
With 


wheat, cotton and corn selling at the 
cost of production, with labor a dol- 
lar a day, and employment scarce at 
that price, the masses of the consumers 
cannot afford to purchase high-priced 
articles and underconsumption will 
affect the tariff receipts. 
While tbe 


country is on a go\d basis and not 
gold enough in the country to pay the 
interest on public and private debts, a 
deficiency seems inevitable, 
unless 


everything is taxed.and only those with 
fixed incomes, and they are compara- 
tively few in the West, can afford to in- 
dulge in anything more than the ordi- 
nary necessaries of life. 
Qiva the 


people opportunity to get money by 
making money move plentiful and they 
will not grumble if they have to pay a 
higher price for what they eat and 
wear. 


Under these circumstances the only 


thiug for the silver men of Nevada to do, 
whether they have affiliated with the 
Silver party, the Populists, the Eepub- 
lioans or the Democrats, is to watch 
and wait. United they are invincible; 
divided into two or three factions, each 
with an electoral ticket in the Held, 
they might be defeated. The Demo- 
crats could not hope to win without tho 
BftSistauce of the Silver or People's 
party, nor could the Democrats and 
People's party combined 
uarry the 


State against the Silver party upou the 
basis of the vote of the last election. 
Union is therefore essential at SI. 
Louis and if it is effected there is ao 
good reason why the silver men of ull 
parties in tho State should not meet in 
convention, nominate a union ticket 
and elect it by the largest majority 
ever given iu Nevada. 


The masses of tho people of Nevada 


are vitally interested in the financial 
question. Not only the welfare of the 
individual citizen, but the very exist- 
ence of the commonwealth depends 
upon its correct solution. With the 
steady decline in the value of property, 
while there is no .decrease in taxation, 
Ihe problem of maintaining a State 
Government confronts us. Neither the 
ambition 
of 
individuals, nor 
the 


sophistry of place hunters should di- 
vert the people from this condition. 
Every intelligent person knows that the 
adoption of the single gold standard 
has not made the country prosperous. 
On the contrary is it not painfully ap- 
parent that it has depreciated the 
prices of real estate, labor and the pro- 
ducts of labor, and the end is evidently 
not yet, as everything, except gold, de- 
preciates as the purchasing power of 
that metal appreciates. Therefore, the 
man who attempts to create dissensions 
in the ranks of those who favor free 
coinage to further personal ends or for 
alleged attachment to a party name 
must be considered a public enemy. 


GOLD MEN MAKING 


The Executive 
Comiuittoo Intent on 


>inning !i Temporary Chairman »t 
Chicago. 
CHICAGO, July 2.—It is not yet deter- 


mined whether the Executive Com- 
mittee will assume the responsibility 
of naming a man for Temporary Obair- 
mau of the convention. That matter is 
still under consideration. The decis- 
ion to recommend this course has been 
arrived at, not in defiance to the request 
of the silver men, but because it ia in 
accordance with precedents. Still there 
are evidences that the couimitteemen 
prefer to take the chances of an open 
fight in the convention to submitting 
tamely to what they look upou as an 
unjustified effort at dictation. 


There is no doubt that if the full Na- 


tional Committee accepts the receini- 
mendation it will precipitate a lively 
skirmish on the floor of the convention 
on the threshold of its proceedings. 
The silver men show no disposition to 
yield unless a pronounced and well- 
known silver man should be named by 
the National Committee, which there is 
reason to believe will not be done. If 
a gold man ia selected, tbe silver 
minority of the National Committee 
will bring in a report recommoudiug a 
silver man, and the first contest be- 
tween the cold and silver forces will be 
fought out then and there. 


It has boan intimated that in case 


affairs reach this stage Chairman Hur- 
rity will refuse to order a general roil 
call and will arbitrarily seat the gold 
candidate. The silver men refuse to 
believe that he would pursue such a 
course, bnt shake their heads ominous- 
ly when asked what would result in 
case that he should. 


The gold members of the National 


Committee are not united upon a man 
for presiding officer, but disoass names 
more fully than the silveritea, men- 
tioning Senators Hill and Vilas and 
Hugh Wallace, a member of the Na- 
tional Committee from Washington 
and a son-in-law of 
Chief 
Justice 


Fuller. 


Whitney says they go asJOemocrats de- 
sirous of doing the best they can.for 
the party and the country. 


Senator Teller was given an ovation

Ho does not 
want the position of temporary or 
permanent chairman of the convention, 
his only desire is to see silver win. 


For u year or more the Clerk of 


Fresno county, California, on the ad- 
vice of the District Attorney, has'col- 
lected $2 for filing complaints, and like 
sums for records preliminary to a trial 
and during the degrees of the trial.

Tho comparative statement of ro- 


ceipta and expenditures issued by the 
Treasury Department shows a balance 
on the wrong aide for the fiscal year 
ended Jane 30th. 
The receipts from 


all sources were $323,189,226, and tbe 
expenditures $352,231,170. 
This leaves 


a deficit of $26,042,2-14 for the fiscal 
year. 
Tbe receipts from 
customs 


duties were $160,524,951,and from inter- 
nal revenue $116,508,264. 
Each was 


less by over $11,000,000 than the Secre- 
tary's estimates, though the total re- 
ceipts show a total gain of $12,800,000 
over 1895. 
The pension 
payments 


amounted to $139,431,016, a redaction 
of nearly $2,000,000 from 1895, and the 
interest payments increased daring 
the year $4,250,000. 


The appropriations made at the last 


session of Congress for the fiscal j ear 
commencing July 1st, amounted to 
OT«T 1518,900,000. As the revenue from 
the, tale of public lands is inconsider- 
able, at least one half billion dollars a 
year mast be raised from internal rev- 
enue and the duties on imports for the 
support of the Government. Of this 
vast sum over one-half must be col- 
lected at the custom houses or there 
will be a deficiency.

There arc many people in the State 


who to-day applaud .the actions of the 
delegates to the recent Republican Na- 
tional Convention thut bolted, who, in 
1892, could not Had language strong 
euough to use ia condemnation of the 
action of men who that year bolted 
Harrison. While possibly the platform 
was not as strongly gold-coated in 1892 
as it ia this year, every person who 
kept iu cloee touch with the leaders of 
the Republican party knew in hia own 
heart that the Republican party was as 
strongly opposed to the free and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 or any other ratio then as now. 
The Silver State does not mention this 
with any intention of disparaging the 
action of the the St. Louis bolters, for 
we honor them for their brnve course, 
but we do say that it took more bravery 
to surrender party in 1892, than in 
1896. 


Then the outcome was more problem- 


atical than now—then to bolt was con- 
sidered a political and social crime, 
while now it is considered patriotic and 
quite the fashion. Take for instance 
tbe Democratio National Convention in 
1892: 
Hon. Thos. M. Patterson, editor 


of the Rocky Mountain News, published 
in Denver, representing his State upon 
the Committee on Platform, after be- 
ing defeated in committee, introduced 
a minority report favoring the free 
coinage of silver upon the floor of the 
convention, and, although he had been 
a Democratio leader for years, had 
served his party in the halls of Con- 
gress, and is one of the most eloquent 
speakers in the Nation, was hooted 
down and virtually hooted out of the 
convention. We say that it took more 
bravery for Mr. Patterson to take the 
stand he did in '92, single-handed as he 
was, than was exhibited by the Repub- 
lican bolters in 1896, 


The Silver Slate, however, believes in 


extending the hand of welcome^to every 
sincere bolter who desires to work in 
the interest of silver, no matter whether 
tie is a pioneer or eleventh hour con- 
vert. There is plenty of room for all, 
and there should be no quibbling over 
tha length of time between the old love 
and the new.

It 
is shown that the. goms ami ccmcuts 
which.hold together the fihiiMiMs of 
fiber are composed essentially of pcctose, 
cntoso and vascniose,. •svhilc the fiber 
itself is composed of fibr'ose, cellulose and 
its derivatives—the theory, therefore, of 
dogumming or retting being to dissolve 
and wash out the guins without attack- 
ing the cellulose; while, iu order to 
eliminate the vasculose and cutose, al- 
kaline oleates or caustic alkalies under 
pressure are found to be necessary, and 
even bisulphites and bydrochlorites. 
The gxinis being thus dissolved, the epi- 
dermis is detached and can be separated 
mechanically from, the layer of fiber by 
wtisbiujr. An important point involved 
is lh:.t upon the degree of cleanness of 
IhoiilcT must depend the expense of this 
tu ;.;,i;ii;:mmg operation. In the construc- 
tion cf machines for this purpose it has

Sientlon of Tobacco. 


The first account in which the tobac- 


co plant -was minutely described was 
sent from Haiti to Peter Martyr in tho 
year 1496—400 years ago exactly—that 
by Hernandez de Oviedo, the man who 
introduced tobacco culture into Spain. 
In 1561 Nicot, the man for whom nico- 
tine, the active principle of tobacco, was 
named, brought it under the notice of 
Catherine do' Medici, to whom he pre- 
sented some plants grown in his own 
garden from seed brought over from 
Florida. 
Nicot appears to have been 


the first European to use tobacco as a 
medicine, proof of which may be found
